STREATOR, Iil., May 3.—Following a 
furious battle between local police and 
a party of five masked men one of the 
bandits was taken to a hospital with a 
bullet through his spine and four others 
are in cells at the police station. 

The battle occurred in sight of scores 
of passengers and citizens, who hast- 
ened to cover when the fusillade of bul- 
lets began. 

During the night Assistant Chief of 
Police Fafr received a telephone mes- 
sage stating that the robbers were on 
the Santa Fe fast train westbound and 
asking him to meet the train with a 
posse. A detail of police surrounded 
the train and ordered the men to throw 
up their hands and surrender. There 
was no apparent disposition to comply 
with the command, three of the men 
making an effort to get away. Officers 
opened fire. Charles Lephard of Cin- 
cinnati being the only one hit by a 
bullet. 

The police closed in on the bunch and 
all were taken. The four prisoners gave 
their names as William Horner and 
John Harrison, both of prow, taf Frank 
Anderson of Kansas City and Tony 
Trenhausen of Cincinnati. Whether the 
men really intended a robbery or wheth- 
e* they were merely beating their way 
West is not known. All were masked 
when taken, but they said the hana- 
kerchiefs were over their eyes merely 
to protect them against dust and cin- 
ders. 

The presence of the supposed robbers 
was discovered by a brakeman, who 
saw them crouching on the “blind bag- 
gage’ next to the mail car. He noti- 
fied the conductor, Who sent the mes- 
suge to the police, at the same time 
stationing a guard to give the alarm if 
any attempt was made to break into the 
mail ear. If robbery was intended tHe 
opportunity apparently had not ar- 
ns ante for the door of the mail car was 
intact when the police closed in on the 
men. The desperate fesistance of the 
men is taken as evidence that robbery 
of mail and express Cars was the ob- 
ject. It is believed the point at which 
they intended to perpetrate the crime 
is some distance West of this: city.

IVERY FEW CASES FATAL 


Parents to Blame for Spread 
in Not Isolating 
Patients. 


Measles is prevalent in every part of 
St. Louis, according to Dr. William B. 
Winn, Assistant Health Commissioner, 
who estimates that 2000 children are 
being Kept out of school at present on 
this account. A redeeming feature is 
the very small number of cases ending 
fatally. 

The Health Department reports the 
record-breaking total of 662 cases dur- 
ing April. This has caused Health 
Commissioner Bond ‘to revive the regu- 
lation requiring the posting of notices 
on houses in which cases of the dis- 
ease occur. The premises are also fu- 
migated. 

School children between the ages of 
5 and 15 years are the principal suffer- 
ers. Dr. Winn says the disease could 
be quickly and effectively stamped out if 
parents would only have their afflicted 
Children attended by physicians. 

It is likely that some cases thus given 
home treatment escaped the attention 
of the health officers and-were not of- 
ficially counted. The following shows 
the number of cases and deaths dur- 
ing the ftirst feur months of the last 
three years:

People to Blame for Spread. 

“In the first place, the people them- 
Selves. are to blame for the spreading 
of this. disease,’’ said Dr. Winn to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘They have the 
mistaken idea that measles does not re- 


quire the attention of a physician. On 
the contrary, it may lead to very Sse- 
rious results if not properly treated. 
some parents merely keep the children 
at home, and some of them, suffering 
from very mild forms of measles, have 
succeeded in remaining at school. 

“The malignancy of the disease de- 
pends on the nature of the germ itself 
and the conditions under which it de- 
velops. People ought to fear it as much 
as they do scarlet fever. The danger 
of infection is not passed until 10 days 
after the recovery of the patient, but 
the parents want their children back to 
school. before that. During those 10 
days there falls from the skin a scale, 
poisonous in its nature, which will 
communicate the disease. 

‘But three essentials are necessary to 
enable us to conquer this disease now 
so prevalent. Kirst, reporting of the 
cases to us through the family physi- 
cian; second, isolation of the afflicted 
child; third, disinfecting of the pre- 
mises.’’

The recount disclosed that 240 vo- 
ters refrained from casting a ballot 
for Mayor, there being that much of 
a discrepancy between the vote for 
Treasurer and that for Mayor. 


Microscope Settled Point. 


A microscope was necessary to decide 
the contest between Rehder and Chuse. 
In the contest after counting the votes, 
to which ne objection was made by 
either side, Chuse had a plurality of 
22 votes, with 1388 votes to be passed 
upon by Judge Frank Perrin of the 
Probate Court, who presided at the 
hearing. Among the \138 ballots objected 
to. were 18 with numbers on them. 
These were from the Second Precinct 
of the Third Ward. 

The judges of that. precinct were 
called in and testified that they had 
put the numbers on as memoranda and 
that the figures were not on the ballots 
when they were taken from the ballot 
boxes. Judge Perrin ruled that the 
numbers were not intended as identi- 
fication marks and allowed them to be 
counted. When all the ballots but four 
had been passed upon by Judge Perrin 
the vote was a tie. Of the four ballots 
the Judge had laid aside to' scrutinize 
more closely, one was thrown out, one 
was counted for Chuse and one for 
Rehder. That made the vote still a tie. 

The deciding ballot had a mark in 
the circle ever the column in which 
Chuse’s. name appeared. It was impos- 
sible to tell with the naked eye wheth- 
er the mark was intended for a cross 
or not. Judge Perrin called for a mi- 
croscope and one was brought in. He 
examined the mark closely and found 
that the lines in the circle crossed each 
other by about a hair’s breadth and de- 
clared the ballot for Chuse, giving him 
a majority of one. The totals were 1577 
for Chuse and 1576 for Rehder.

cause Of the strike, declared 
Wednesday, is ostensibly the demand 
on the part of the men and refusal 
on the part of Mr. Nelson for a 10 per 
cent increase in wages.

Democrats declare that they didn’t 
want a legislative agent to tell them 
that it was proper to ignore their State 
platform by turning down the home- 
rule proposition. 

The Republicans found ¢éonsiderable 
merriment in Drahelle’s presence. They 
at once jumped to the conelusion that 
he was working against the home-rule 
bills with the sanction of the St. Louis 
Board of Police Commissioners. ‘They 
figured that if Drabelle, was permitted 
to do this it would soon put the State 
administration into a hole. Gov. Folk 
learned early in the day of Drabelle’s 
mission, and expressed much surprise. 

“I don't know who he is acting for, 
but I will soon find out,’”’ said the Gov- 
ernor. 

President Stewart of the St. Louis 
Board of Police Commissioners was 
quickly reached by telephone. He told 
the Governor that Drabelle was evident- 
ly acting on his own initiative. 

No Credentials, Suys Stewart. 

“He has no credentials from us,” said 
Mr. Stewart. 

Shortly -afterward Mr. Drabelle en- 
tered the Governor’s office. When he 
came out he announced that he had de- 
cided to cut his visit short and would 
leave for St. Louis on the early aft- 
ernoon train. This he did. 

Republican leaders are interested in 
the story that the St. Louis Police De- 
partment put up a big slush fund to 
saddle the Prendergast police grab on 
the taxpayers of St. Louis. It is freely 
rumored that the minority may urge 
the adoption of a resolution calling on 
the Board of Police. Commissioners to 
make public a statement of Agent Dra- 
belle’s receipts and expenditures 

Mr. Drabelle was not a bit ‘stingy 
while here during the regular session. 
He bought drinks in abundance for the 
“‘boys.”” The ‘‘boys’” answered with 
votes. He was regarded as a perfect 
haven for the thirsty and there were 
many gullible engugh to suppose that he 
was separating himself from his own 
money. On his return to Jefferson City 
a few days ago, Mr. Drabelle continued 
his wonted liberality. 

The home-rule bills advocated by the 
Republicans are dead, and the substi- 
tute for the Sherman bill, which has 
been reported out by the Committee on 
Municipal Corporations, is a Democratic 
product. At the same time a number 
of Democrats are unwilling to support 


t. 

“The Police Departments of the three 
cities,” said a well-known Democrat 
today, “is a big adjunct to the Demo- 
cratic organization. If they get home 
rule in St. Louis -that city will surely 
go Republican. Why should the Demo- 
crats give up that prize? It's true it 
is in the platform, but aren't there 
other things in the platform about 
which wé are not concerning ourselves. 
This home rule talk is Republican hot 
air and 1 believe 1 will vote ‘No’ when 
the Sherman bill is submitted.” 

Fortunately for ‘friends of 
this is only ohe man’s opinion,-but it 
expresses the position of probably 20 or 
25 Democratic members of the House. 
Even with that number of Democrats 
voting in the opposition the Republicans 
could force the passage of the bill if 
they were disposed to do so.

President Kobusch Says He Has 
Not Promised Not to Prose- 
cute Men, 








A series of thefts by employes of the 
St. Louis Car Co., extending through 
six months, has cost that concern near- 
ly $4000 in varnished, gold and silver 
leaf, paints and implements. The depre- 
dations finally became so great that in- 
vestigation was taken out of the hands 
ot private detective agencies and turned 

‘ to detectives from city headquar- 
irs. The result was that 15 men con- 
fessed their guilt, after quantities of 
their plunder had been found secreted 
in the plant. 

Simultaneously, it was announced that 
the employes in this. department, who 
are members of Coach and Car Painters 
Union No. 204, struck May 1. George J. 
Kobusch, president of the é¢ompany, 
said Friday that he would import men 
to take the places of the strikers, and 
would not accede to their demand 
shorter hours. They now work 
hours a day, : heir demandjis equiv- 
alent to a demand for increased pay. 

Mr. Kobusch was asked if there was 
any connection between the confessions 
made Thursday by employes anid the an- 
nouncement of the strike, but declined 
to say. He refused to discuss ‘the com- 
pany 's losses, whicW# aggregate thou- 
sands of dollars. He has not promised, 
he says, not to prosecute the men who 
took the gold and silver leaf, 

Detectives from headquarters who in- 
vestigated the thefts made a verbal re- 
port to Chief Smith, in which they gave 
it as their understandme that there was 
to be no prosecution. 

The thefts first .came to the notice 
of officials of the company last: Novem- 
ber, when the head of the paimt depart- 

ent found that 23 “‘batches” of gold 
leaf in spool form, each ‘‘batch’’ con- 
taining SS spools, were missing from the 
locker in which it was stored. Further 
search revealed that 13 packages of the 
leal in book form, each package con- 
taining 20 books, were also missing. 
The total value was $194.50. 

The matter was put into the hands 
of private detectives, but nothing to 
show the identity of the thief or 
thieves was found. Then men from the 

were called in, with a re- 
quest for secrecy, but accomplished no 
nore than the private agency had. At 
that time it Was not suspected that 
employes were guilty, although the of- 
ficlals of the company were puzzled to 
know how any outsider had guined ac- 
cess to the goods. 

Leaf Taken by Books. 

The valuable paints were put into a 
big safe and kept under lock at night, 
and the officials of the company hoped

This is the sound and sensible attitude. It is the 
keynote of the poliey which will promote law and 
order, redeem labor unions from the reproach of 
attempting to incite a class war which some of its 
foolish leaders have brought upon them, and by 
allaving passions on both sides will work for 
justice. The general adoption of this attitutie 
will save organized. labor from the possible folly, 
in the event of the just convjction of Moyer and 
Haywood, of upholding psc own as martyrs to 
the cause of labor and of indorsing murder and 
violence as the approved methods of promoting 
union labor interests. 

By dissociating the cause of organized labor 
from the errors and crimes of individuals who as- 
sume to represent it, the labor unions can teach a 
lesson to organized capital, whose representatives 
show a disposition to rally around the standard 
of lawless plunder set up by its Harrimans, Rvans 
and Rockefellers.

A colony 
in Pennsylvania, one in Indiana, three 
in New York, one in Tennessee and 
one in Ohio sprang from this, but soon 
went into oblivion, Qwen came over 
again im 1828 to see if the Mexican Gov- 
ernment would not grant lands for other 
communities, and in 1845 called a world’s 
convention in New York to discuss his 
vast schemes for the social] betterment 
and uplifting of all people. 


Greelcy’s Colony. 

ORACE GREELEY was the godfa- 
ther of an interesting colony that 
flourished for a few years 40 

miles New York. This was 


in 1843, and lasted until 1858, its prin- 
ciples being those advocated by Fourier. 
The colony was a large one, owning 675 
acres of good land, with shops, dairies, 
farms and factories. It also owned 
stock in, the steamboat and railway 
lines that ran into New York. For some 
reason dissensions arose, the financial 
affairs got tangled, though Greeley of- 
fered to lend any amount of money nec- 
essary, and after a few years’ experi- 
ment the members drew out their shares 
and went their way. 

In 1847 Etienne Cabet, a French So- 
cialist and member of a soelety called 
the Icarians, believed he could colonize 
a million of his peop'e in Texas. That 
State had just been admitted to the 
Union and was offering great tnduce- 
ments to settlers. Through a Chicago 
real estate company Cabet secured, as 
he thought, more than a million acres 
on the Red River in Texas. He chose 
63 of his best young men and sent them 
over in 1843, but they found that they 
had been cheated in the land. A greater 
emigration was checked because. three 
weeks after the first settlers left France 
became a republic. 

Another settlement that was under 
foreign direction Was that at Rugby, 
Tenn., on the Cumberland Plateau. 
This was engineered by an English com- 
pany known as the “Board of Aid to 
Land Ownership.”” The president was 
none other than the famous Thomas 
Hughes, who gave the world “Tom 
Brown of Rugby.” Many of the mem- 
bers wers from Eton, Harrow and Wel- 
lington, and the plan Was to encourage 
younger sone of 00d English families 
to settle the beautiful plateau country.

Faculty Reason Given for 
Withdrawing Invitation. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 3.—The 
Kent Club of. Yale law school today 
sent a letter to Lawyer Delphine M. 
Delmas, who had charge of the Thaw 
case, withdrawing its invitation to him 
to address the students of the school 
this spring. The reason given in the 
letter was the “‘unwritten law’’ of the 
Yale faculty that no lectures shall be 
given at the school after May 1. 

Members of the club admit that from 
the first there has been faculty oppo- 
sition to the appearance of Mr. Del. 
mas here, although he was a graduate 
of the school in the class of '6. Dean 
Henry Wade Rogers was down with 
typhoid when the Kent Club sent the 
invitation to Mr. Delmas. and has only 
just resumed direction of the affairs of 
the school. 

For more than six weeks the club 
and Mr. Delmas have had extended. cor- 
respondence relative to the date for the 
lecture and only last night a letter was 
received from him naming May 15 as 
the probable time for his appearance 
here. One of Mr. Delmas’ letters was 
stolen from the elub’s records by a 
souvenir collector. For several days 
rumors have bean current that Mr. 
Delmas would never address the law 
school, and the notice of the recall of 
the invitation, therefore, did not come 
as a complete surprise. The applica- 
tion of the “unwritten law” of Yale 
law school faculty to lectures in the 
school later in the year than May 1 
has not been extended to a course by 
Secretary Elihu Root, who will speak 
here in two or three weeks on “The Re- 
sponsibility of Citizenship.’’

Tuesday and re- 
turned to earth near Golconda, Til., 120 
miles distant in a straight line. at 2:30

races. 
' “At the start the balloon rose 1500 
feet and drifted southward,” said Mr. 
MeCoy. “Then it sianted dow:uward to 
tne southeast, across the Miasissippi 
river. Was too dark to vead the 
compass, sO we couldn't tell exaetly 
in what direction we wera going. 

“Neither of us slept a wink. that 
night. The excitement, the exhilaration 
ot being up there in the air was too 
great to permis sleep. The voyage was 
without particular incident till about Ii 

m. We were then somewhere above 
the Ozark+ Mountains, about 159 fect 
ove sea level. was trying with 
rhe aid of a pocket electric light bulb, 
to figure out our approximate location 
from a chart, when suddenly the vas- 
ket gave a lurch and I could feel tle 
dreg rope tighten. | 

Rope Caught in Tree. 

“T knew then that the end of the rope 
had caught in the branches of trees on 
the mountain tops. It was hanging 
down a distance of 300 feet. As fast as 
I could I emptied two sacks of sand, 80 
pounds, and the balloon shot up and 
tore the rope free. 

“The balloon went up to about 4000 
feet above the ground. ‘Then we got the 
full’ benefit of the moonlight and could 
read our instruments without difficulty. 
As long as we had sailed below tne 
clouds the moon had been cut off from 
our sight. It was a great relief to be 
able to see. 

“During the night the balloonist has 
an eerie sort of feeling that is some- 
what dispelled by day. Just before 
morning we could hear cowbells, the 
barking of dogs and al! the sounds of 
the barnyard. Several times when we 
were near the earth I barked as well 
as I could through the megaphone to 
hear the dogs bark in reply. We had 
more fun out of that megaphone than 
anything else during the trip. 


Lunch Above the Clouds. 


“About midnight we had our first 
lunch of hot coffee and soup. We nad 
shot up above the clouds then and were 
shivering in our overcoats. It was he- 
low freezing up there. ‘hat hot chick- 
en broth tasted better than the best 
meal on earth. 

“Our canned goods were put up in 
self-heating tins. All we had to do to 
get a hot meal was to pour a little 
water on the lime filing the space be- 
tween the inner and outer tins. ur 
coffee was put up in thermos botttes. 
Each of these bottles is made double. 
Between an inner and outer glass there 
is a vacuum that keeps the heat in the 
liquid for 36 hours or more. That cof- 
fee was good and hot when we drank 
i

see the white, foamy mass of _ the 
clouds. tinged with the sun’s rays, bil- 
lowing at times like the sea.

of the 
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Aeronaut J..C. McCoy Tells His Experiences. While Drifting 
Around All Night Above the Clouds—He and His 


Companion Too Excited to Sleep. | 


T is worth while to spend a sleepless night in the crowded wicker basket of 
a balloon in order tofsee the sunrise from a point above the clouds, accord- 
ing to Aeronaut J. C. McCoy, who sailed about over Missouri, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky and Illinois for 19 hours in an effort to win the Lahm Cup. Mr. Me 
Coy told his experiences during the voyage to a reporter for the Post-Dispateh 








there would be only a white surface 
without motion, like the body of a still | 
lake. The sight was worth doing with- 
out sleep to see. 

‘Early in the morning we came down 
through the clouds and could sce the 
towns that we passed over. I carried 
a megaphone and shouted down to the 
earth every now and then. We could 
distinctly hear voices from below, but 
couldn't make ourselves understood. 
The earth is like a big sounding beard. 
The sounds come up all right, but there 
was nothing back of us to carry our 
voices déwnward. 

“I called out repeatedly to learn 
what State we were in, or rather over, 
but nobody seemed to understand. Sev- 
eral persons called back and asked how 
we were and where we expected to go. 

Knife Blade Caused Rise. 

“When we were at our greatest alti- 
tude of three miles Capt. .Chandler 
breke his pocketknife in pulling a cork 
Ys a bottle. Half of the blade came 
off. 

“*Watch the statoscope,’ he said, ‘and 
see what will happen when I throw out 
this piece of blade.’ 

“I looked and the needle took a sud- 
dem little turn, indicating a rise of 100 
feet. That illustrates the use of bal- 
lest. Just a spoonful thrown out when 
the balloon is at a perfect equilibrium 
will have an appreciable effect send- 
ing the bag up. The balloonist will not 
feel the rise, but can tell it by the 
statoscope. 

“Ballast, sometimes, is worth its 
weight in pure gold to the balloonist. 
During the trip we threw overboard 
everything we could sacrifice—cana, 
baskets, odds and enas of rope—in or- 
der to save the sand. Before we came 
down me had thrown out all but a sack 
of the precious sand. In the descent 
the last of our lunch—five cans of 
meats and soups—went overboard, 

“Three miles up in the air we could 
feel a slight acceleration of the pulse 
beat and we had a little difficulty in 
breathing on account of the rarity of 
the atmosphere. We were not seriously 
affected, however. 

Had Used All the Ballast. , 

“Soon after we started I realized that 
the shifting air currents that took us 
back and forth in four states—Missouri, 
Illinois, Kentucky and Indiana—would 
not permit us to win the cup. We 
decided to come down when we saw 
the balloon was headed for the Ohio 
River and our ballast was growing less 
all the time. We were then north of 
the Ohio, sailing west toward a bend 
in the river. 

“We made the descent easily and 
landed without accident. The drag rope 
caught in a tree and kept us from land- 
ing in a fleld that we had picked out. 
Seven or eight farmers flocked around 
the balloon and looked on with wonder- 
ment written large on their faces. 

“They were a generous, kindly iot, 
and helped us to pack the “America’’ 
and to get wagons to take us to town. 
We were about eight miles from Gol- 
conda. The trip over the rough roads 
and cow-paths in the vicinity was a 
big come-down from the easy sailing 
we had in the balloon. 

“We didn’t make any experiments 
with anv new-fangled devices in the 
air. We didn’t go up to make expert- 
ments, but to win the cup if possible. 
There was plenty to do in keeping the 
balloon at en equilibrium.” | 


Use of the Draz Rope. 
Mr. McCoy was asked to explain the 
function of the drag rope that is al- 
lowed to hang from the balloon. 


“Tt is used,” he said, ‘‘to facilitate the 
descent. The weight of the rope we 
carried was about seventy pounds. All 
that is so much ballast. As the balloon 
comes down the weight of the rope is 
Sradually lessened as it touches the 
ground. This is equivalent to throwing 
out sand. 3 

“Sometimes the life of the balloontet 
may be put in danger by some well- 
meaning but ignorant person on the 
ground who thinks \the rope is there for 
him to take hold pf. I remember an 
experience of that’ sort when Lieut. 
Lahm and I were up in a balloon south 
of Paris. so: 

“A -group of a dozen school children 
caught hold of the Tope when we were 
about 300 feet in the air and pulled the 
balloon merrily baek and forth. They 
were having great sport. Threats and 
entreaties had no effect on them. They 
held to the rope for half an hour, until 
a man came and drove them away. 

“We might have-thrown out a cou- 
ple of sacks of sand, so that the bal- 
ioen would have shot up and pulled 
the rope from their grasp. But we were 
afraid to do it, for fear one or more 
of the children might be jerked ® or 
3) feet up in the air.” 

On the flight from St. Louls McCoy 
carried two homing pigeons. They were 
released W ednesday morning while the 
tulloon was above the clouds, bearing 
brief messages tell the altitudes that 
had been reached. either of the birds 
has returned. Mr. McCoy thinks they 
became lost in the clouds. 

The pigeons belonged to John Parkin-
